Weekly Review 


Of the Canned Goods Situation. Market Reports. 
Conditions and Changes. Outlook. 


We believe without exception the entire country has had 
fine growing weather this past week, the kind of weather that 
tomatoes and corn like, and which advances them toward pro- 
lific early crops as well as the most optimistic could desire. 
Clear, hot days, with just enough rain at night to cause good 
soaking of the ground, give a good body to the plants, and yet 
they are not forced so quickly that the blossoms on tomatoes are 
sacrificed, as was the case on early peas in nearly every section. 
Nature is certainly doing her share towards good crops this sea- 
son; and has even tamed down in her efforts in the West, where she 
was going it too strong on the watering end. Even the temper- 
ature there seems to have gotten into good running order, and if it 
can only be kept so, there may be better results than was antici- 
pated a short time ago. 

Corn packers are probably familiar with the adage that a 
good pea season and a good corn season do not come in the same 
calendar year. This is causing much speculation throughout 
the heavy corn and pea packing sections of the North and West. 
Taking this as the basis, Maryland and Delaware each had a 
shortened pea crop, some sections of each State, of course, form- 
ing an exception, and they should therefore look for a big crop 
of corn. ‘There seems every possibility of it at this writing, 
although Western Maryland, one of the heaviest corn canning 
sections of the State, reports the farmers are giving more atten- 
tion to field corn than to the sugar or sweet variety. 

Indiana has gone short on her pea crop, and therefore is 
entitled to look for a good crop of corn, and this will probably 
extend over into Illinois and Iowa. But the weather has been 
decidedly against any increase in the acreage, as even the plant- 
ing of a normal one, and so the outcome, in the way of a good 
yield of corn in those States, is very doubtful. 

Wisconsin is being disappointed in the yield of peas accord- 
ing to latest reports, but it is too early to say definitely that 
such will be the case when the pack is finished, and we are 
inclined to believe that the pack of peas there will be a pretty 
fairly full one. In that case, on the same line of reasoning, the 
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corn crop will ” short in Wiscotiels and Michigan, can be 
included in this. 

New York State will have a good pack of peas, particularly 
of the late varieties, and corn should therefore be a short crop 
in this State. But it isa fact corn is looking very well there, 
in fact, could not look better, and could not have better grow- 
ing weather than has been experienced up to the present time. 
There is every indication of a good crop and pack of corn in 
New York State; and from the contradictory condictions—con- 
tradictory as far as the adage goes, and which is based upon the 
fact that what is good pea weather is poor corn weather—we can 
see how futile it is to try to discover Nature’s methods in the 
supply or failure of crops. But one thing is certain, there will 
be enough—and perhaps too much—for this year’s pack, keep- 
ing the condition of the canned goods market in mind. 

All are interested in knowing how industrial conditions 
stand, whether there is any actual improvement. We can oflly 
answer that there is every indication of a recovery, but of a slow 
nature, and not such as will bring about high prices in any lines. 
We do not believe high prices will be realized thisseason. And 
it will take a smaller pack than last season’s in all but a few 
lines to warrant prices holding to a profit showing figure. Many 
packers seem to be overlooking this fact—for a fact we consider 
it—and are getting up all their capacity as the supply will per- 
mit. The only thing that may possibly stop these is the piling 
of the goods in their warehouses. 

There was a big effort made to induce buying of futures in 
both corn and tomatoes, but the result is only a small percentage 
of a normal sale of futures. ‘he retail grocers are not buying 
hence the jobbers are not ordering, and the packer finds that he 
. has to force his offerings on the market. It would be much bet- 
ter if the brokers refused to offer the goods, better for the mar- 
ket, but the broker wants business, and when one remembers 
the little he has had in recent months—despite the gocd front he 
has been putting on—he can hardly be blamed for trying to force 
sales. But that is the situation, and canners will do well to re- 
cognize.it, and cut their garment accordingly. 

There is nothing new worth speaking of in the canned 
articles; the small dribs and drabs of orders to cover immediate 
wants have kept a little life in the markets of all sections, but 
_ other than this much evidence of life—this breath on the mirror 
—there has been nothing doing in the market. 

Here in the South the canners are commencing on black- 


berries, with some few raspberries, and there are good crops to 
draw from. 


New York State is in the midst of its pea packing and all 
the factories are busy. Cherries are also receiving the attention 


of nearly all canners there; and that crop is known to be the 
largest and finest the State has ever had. 


Wisconsin and Michigan are busy on peas, which, however, 
are only just beginning to arrive at the factories in proper 
supply, and even at that not heavily. 

The strawberry pack of the country is about completed 
and is a good, big pack, at least plenty to supply the market 
for another year; but it is generally of quite good quality and 
well put up, so that it should move well. 

Rhubarb has also been quite heavily handled, but the 
market on this is in a rather bad condition. There was some 
carryover, and in the enforced retrenchments of the consuming 
public this article was put on the luxury list. 

As for changes in prices, there have been none worthy of 
mention. This apyties to cans and canners’ mnatnie as well.

NEW YORK MARKET. 


NEw York, July <iestiabenn were certainly so much 
better in June than they were in May that the trade took fresh 
courage and considerable business was done. Toward the last 
of the month, with the announcement of opening prices on 
California fruits and some other varieties, there was a fair busi- 
ness done in all lines. The market remained steady, though 
comparatively little actual trading was done. The moral effect 
was good, however, and holders were not nearly so anxious to 
dispose of their goods at reduced prices as they were earlier in 
the month. The effect was to make trade better in all depart- 
ments and to put business upon a more satisfactory basis. At 
the opening of the present month the outlook is promising and 
practically all holders think they are going to do much better 
business than they did in June. This attitude is naturally 
helping the market a good deal and will have the effect of 
putting the market upon a better basis right away. The 
market for peas is steady, with a tendency toward increased 


business, and a feeling developing that buying must done 
shortly to secure goods. The crop is likely to be short. 


Peas.—A better business has developed in Southern peas, 
due to the fact that the prospects in some of the packing centers 
is less promising than was expected. In numerous instances 
the views of Southern packers are firmer and a few are asking 
higher prices. Good seconds and standards are 2%c. higher, 
with full 65c. quoted inside on seconds and 75c. on standard 
Junes f. 0. b. factory. While these prices are really no higher 
than those quoted last week, the difference lies in the fact that 
it is impossible to obtain 2%c. concessions. Sifted and extra 
standard grades are firmer. A sale of 2,000 cases of standards 
was reported at 75c. f. 0. b. factory. Michigan and New York 
State reports business as likely to be restricted by the small 
pack in those two States. Conditions are unfavorable for more 
than a fraction of a crop. One report is to the effect that 
Michigan will decline at least 30%. Some have estimated New 
York at 25% reduction, but it is impossible to make any definite 


statement in this direction now. It will be smaller than last 
year, which is substantially the only thing that can be said. 


Tomatoes.—The market is steady to firm and the range on 
full standard Maryland 3s is 72%c. to 75c. regular terms f. o. b. 
factory. It is said that a good many lightweight goods are on 
the market and these are accepted with a good deal of suspicion 
whenever offered. In practically all instances where goods are 
offered at concessions the buyer is suspicious and makes a 
No. 2s are quiet, with. 
sales only for immediate use. Gallons are dull. Conditions 
are not favorable for an active business in gallons, More inter- 
est has developed in futures and buyers are taking hold at 72%c. 


to 75c. regular terms f. 0. b. factory for standard 3s. The 
general activity is substantially as previously reported. 


Corn.—The market is a shade firmer, with Southern Maine 
style pack offered at 55c. regular f. 0. b. factory for futures. 
State packers are quoting 80c. to 85c. delivered on standard 
fancy grades. Other varieties are not mentioned prominently 
and sales are made in a quiet way only. The feeling is quite 
satisfactory and the situation is practically the same as here- 
tofore. Maine is the only variety which offers any exception to 
the general rule. The supply is light and prices are firm. For 
futures there is no change. Most sellers are out of the market 
because of the prospect of a small crop. 

Beans.—State future strings have sold fairly well, though 
at the moment trade is a shade dull. Prices have ruled about as 
follows: No. 1, $1.65; No. 2, $1.35; No. 3, $1.10, all delivered. 


Asparagus.—A fair sale is reported at jobbers’ quotations. 
Nothing is doing from first hands so far as reported, though 
occasionally there has been something said about a reduction in 
prices. 


Spinach.—The market is dull, with ee ready to make 
concessions to secure business.

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Salmon.—A firm tone is noted in the salmon market at 
$1.42% inside. In jobbing lots a considerable business is done. 
Here and there a holder asks $1.50, which rules him out of the 
market. Spot Columbia River is firm, and buying from jobbers 
is on a fair scale. Deliveries on contracts are fair, considering 
the light run of fish. 

Sardines.—A little more spot business is reported and the 
tone is firm on all offerings. Reports from packing centers 
note a continued light run of fish. Deliveries on contracts are 
light and in some instances buyers find it difficult to obtain 
sufficient to satisfy retail demand. 

Lobster.—The market is easier and lower because of the 
increased pack in Canadian waters. The work in the provinces 
has been carried on under far more favorable circumstances and 
the result is seen in better business opportunities for dealers. 

Fruits.—Most of the business done so far in California 
fruits has been for the account of interior buyers. Local dealers 
have purchased sparingly as yet. They seem in no particular 
hurry to make contracts. Peaches and apricots have been the 
best sellers at concessions from opening prices. According ‘to 
reports, packers are accepting contracts at 2%c. to 7c. under 
regular contract figures for several grades of peaches and apricots. 

Cherries.—Sales are slow, with little interest noted in any 
direction. Plums and pears have moved with some freedom. 

Apples.—The market for gallons is quiet and the tone is 
easy at $1.80 to $2.00 for State pack. Southern pack peaches 
are calling for some attention at opening figures. Small fruits 
are more active. Pineapples are dull and the tone is weak. 
Spot fruits are nominal. Hwupson.

Jobbers’ Views 


Conditions as Observed by Leading Grocer Journals of 
Various Sections and Their Comments. 


New York. 

The demand is normal and, therefore, moderate, the season of year 
being at hand when trade shrinks to its narrowest volume in almost all 
lines of business. As a whole, the market is showing a healthy tone and 
the panic as a factor seems to have been completely eliminated. Tomatoes 
are pretty steady, after a temporary weakness in Maryland goods, Corn 
is firm and rather more interest than usual has been shown. Peas are 
quiet. Astothe ultimate-supply, everything depends upon the outcome 
in the West and this State. California fruits are selling well for future 
delivery. Except on peaches and apricots, prices have been well main- 
tained: Eastern and Southern fruits are quiet. - Lower prices on peaches 
are hoped for by some buyers, as the crop outlook is good. Strawberries 
are firm. No. 10 apples are unsettled. Salmon is very firm. Pink is act- 
ive, firmer, Medium red Alaka salmon is nominal, owing to its scarcity. 
Red Alaska is selling at high prices. Domestic sardines are unchanged, 
the situation at Eastport being as last reported, fish not running.— 
Merchants’ Review 

Philadelphia. 

Tomatoes are unchanged, both spot and futures, prices throughout 
being unchanged. The market is no more than steady, and even at full 
prices the packer is just about coming out whole. Corn is in fair request 
at unchanged prices. Peas are selling well at low prices. Peaches 
are unchanged and in slow demand. There will likely be a good pack. 
Apples are steady and in fair request. The dry weather in Maryland has 
interfered to some extent with the berry crop, and in some lines has made 
the pack shorter than it would have been. California canned goods are 
unchanged, sales of futures at the recently published prices having been 
fair.—Grocery World, 

Chicago. 

The Business Situation.—Business has been very good in Chicago this 
past week. There is a renewed interest in canned goods and buying in 
this line has been very satisfactory. Tomatoes have been a feature, but 


the general canned fruits, vegetables and fish and all seasonable groceries 
have been in excellent request. The outlook for crops is good as a whole, 
and everything indicates improving commercial conditions and expandir g 
consumption of all descriptions of food products and merchandise in gen- 
eral, while the political situation is regarded as not only satisfactory, but 
very encouraging, and to be conducive to expansion of business. New 
prices on California canned fruits have been named and they are lower 
than opening prices on last year’s pack, differing according to variety and 
grades. Buyers have confirmed orders very freely it is understood, as the 
quotations were enough lower to prove attractive. Grocers have been 
buying canned goods pretty freely of late, from which it is evident that re- 
tailers’ stocks are being reduced in the general line of fruits and vegetables. 
Tomatoes remain steady, with quite a good demand. Canners are firm in 
regard to figures, and Indiana canners as a rule ask somewhat more for 
future standard tomatoes than they did a short while back. This firmer 
feeling is on account of less favorable crop outlook in some parts of the 
State Corn futures are very firm. It looks much like a short pack of 
corn and most of the canners are reported out of the market, making no 
more future offerings. Spot corn, too, is firm and there is a fair demand 
for it. Other vegetables are steady to firm in price. Columbia River 
salmon prices identical with last season’s opening were favorably regarded 
by the trade and orders sent amounting to more than the pack can possibly 
be, say the experts. Red Alaska salmon, spot, is very firm and tends 
higher, on account of the short supply. There is little old salmon of any 
kind left and all varieties, therefore, are very firm. Sardines are firm.— 
Grocers’ Criterion. 
St. Louis. 

Business has been quiet the past week, considerably more so than for 
several weeks. Possibly high water, bad roads and general business uncer- 
tainty have been to blame, but whatever the reason the result is the same 
—a little spurt at the beginning of the week, followed by much dullness 
later on. There is practically no change in the collection situation. 
Jobbers say they are not worrying much and that the delinquents are not 
much more than usual at this time of the year, when farmers are busy with 
their crops. Tomatoes are again unchanged in price, with a little better 
demand for futures than a week ago. Stocks of spot goods in jobbers’ 
and canners’ hands are reported as not being abnormally large and there 
will be several months before the new canned goods are on the market. 
Indiana, which is a big factor in this market, is already complaining of 
poor crop conditions, and from now on we will have all kinds of reports 
concerning this staple, but yet delicate vegetable. Probably no other of

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the staples is as susceptible to weather conditions as is the tomato. We 
would advise retailers who have not good stocks of tomatoes on hand to 
anticipate their wants and also to look carefully into the matter of 
futures, something which has been overlooked. Those jobbers who have 
more old peas than they want are letting go of spot goods at from five to 
seven and one-half cents lower than a week ago. None of the new pack is 
here yet, though the canning season has closed in some sections, but it 
must be remembered that the packers must let the newly packed goods 
stay on the rack for a time in order to look out for possible ‘‘swells.’’ 
Corn is in good demand and is strong in price. There are probably more 
corp futures being sold these days than of any other of the staple vege- 
tables and it looks as though this should be given careful consideration. 
Weather conditions certainly have not been favorable to corn and in many 
. instances there has been replanting, which is not showing up much better 
than the earlier seeding.— 7he Jnterstate Grocer.

The publication of the new price list contained no great surprises, as 
the prices as published were more or less all anticipated. The demand 
during the week has been good for canned fruits and vegetables. Canned 
meats and fish have met with small demand, with the exception of lob- 
sters, which have been quite active.

Business in 1907 pack continues fair, though the fruit season might be 
expected to affect this to some extent. There has been little really doing 
in 1908 pack goods, though there is a good deal of talk about them.— 
Canadian Grocer. 

London, England. 

Salmon,—In British Columbia there has been more inquiry for 1 Ib. 
and % lb. flats, and prices are firmer. Alaska, which is in limited supply, 
is also distinctly firmer. The Otauri has brought 4,571 cases. Lobsters 
continue to show an easier tendency and the demand is somewhat less. 
The Georgian has arrived with 711 cases and the Halifax City and Saxonia 
with 3,513 cases and 609 cases, respectively, the two last named at Liver- 
pool. Sardines.—The reports that the fishing in France had fairly com- 
menced has apparently been sufficient to give buyers the idea that there 
would be shortly a considerable supply, as they appear to be holding back, 
and there is little activity to report on the market in any class of goods. Up 
to the present, however, only comparatively small quantities have been 
packed in France, and reports from the Portuguese Coast state that the 
fishing there continues poor. Inspite of the small business doing, the 


market remains firm, and as far as can be seen, there is no prospect of 
prices being lower, but rather the reverse, as, in addition to the poor 
catches of fish reported, the rate of exchange is against the possibility of a 
reduction, In the Norwegian smoked variety, fine summer fish is scarcely 
obtainable, and buyers are busy with their contracts for the new sea- 
son’s fish. Amongst recent arrivals are the Britannia with 2,940 cases, 
the Oporto to Liverpool with 954 cases and the Eldorado to Hull 
with 582 cases. Fruits remain about steady, but the price for new season's 
has not been without its effect upon the market. Pineapples continue to 
meet with a good consumptive demand, but prices remain unaltered. The 
Inaba Maru has brought 1,565 cases, the Nore 1,249 cases and the Tydens 
876 cases pineapples. 

Liverpool, England. 

Salmon.—The market is decidedly firmer all round. One-pound flats 
are becoming exceedingly scarce, and buying is going on at Is. per case 
above last week’s limits. Half-pound flats are also in demand and a little 
firmer. The price of Alaska is up 6d. to Is. per case. Lobsters.—New 
lobsters have arrived, and the quality being particularly fine, they have 
met with a ready response. Sardines.—Quiet. Fruits.—There is a big 
trade passing, particularly in new fruits to arrive overland and by long 
route. The prices are very reasonable and large sales are being made. 
Pineapples.—Pineapples are selling particularly well and there isa not- 
iceable demand for whole pines, quotations for which appear to be very 
attractive.—Gvocers’ Gazette. 


Port Haney, B. C.—The report that a canning and fruit packing plant 
will be established here has started the farmers to plant fruit trees and 
prepare for larger crops. 


Vancouver, B. C.—The formation of an association embracing all the 
cannery interests of British Columbia is a move launched on the conclu- 
sion of a meeting of the Fraser River Canners Association. The question 
is one which will be discussed among the canners during the summer, 
and it is probable that in the fall the organization will become a reality.

Canned Eggs. 
An Omaha man has invented a machine which sterilizes 
eggs. The egg is treated in this machine, and all the germs are 
slaughtered. Then the egg is given a coating of some sort of 


varnish which hermetically seals it to all future ingress of air 
until the shell is broken. The egg is then in just about the same 
fix as a can of corn. It can be kept indefinitely, they say. Until 
the shell is broken, the egg can be filed away for future refer- 
ences with full confidence that when opened the yolk will 
“‘stand up’’—which is the pure food rule for deciding whether 
an egg is fresh enough to be put on sale. 

A scheme of this kind, if it proves practical, will solve the ; 
question of the winter egg shortage. There need never be 
another glutted egg market. Egg prices will continue firm and 
fair from one year’s end to the next, and there won’t be the 
heavy expense of cold storage to add to the price.—‘‘Commer- 
cial Bulletin.’’ 

Pure Apple Juice. 
American Dried Fruit Necessary for its Manufacture. 


A leading European manufacturer of non alcoholic beverages 
from sterilized pure apple juice, has furnished Consul-General 
Hugh Pitcairn, of Hamburg, with the following information 
regarding the difficulty of securing American dried apples of 
uniform quality: 

My experience has taught me that the difficult problem in connection 
with this industry, namely, to obtain in Europe a good, uniform product 
from American apples, often fails for the reason that the apple shipments 
vary too largely in regard to quality. If the apples are dried and pressed 
properly, an excellent beverage can be made therefrom. As it is impossi- 
ble for the European manufacturer to buy apples direct from the producer, 
but is dependent upon the jobbers or commission merchants who buy up 
the goods in various places from various producers; the quality, while often 
good, is frequently very poor. Without payment in advance the European 
manufacturers cannot obtain their supply, and must, therefore, rely 
entirely upon the American jobbers with whom they have to deal, and, I 
am sorry to say, the users cf my patent in Europe complain very much 
about the quality of American shipments received by them. The jobbers, 
however, are not wholly to blame, for the reason that the drying of apples

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among the first to commence operations, are in fact the last. 
But this week finds all of them running. 

The early pea crop Alaska—was hurt in most sections, I 
might say in every section, by the same hail storm of a forthnight 
ago. These cut down the vines badly, particularly in the sect- 
ion adjaunt to Utica, and now that the peas are coming to the 
factory, it is seen the yield is not what was expected. Further 
west in the State, about Fairport, growers complain that the 
vines blossomed only at the top, and that as a consequence the 
yield is not what it should be. To the inquiry asked how peas 
are coming on, the answer is always the same ‘‘the early crop is 
not more than *3 of a full crop.’’ And this is about the exact 
condition. 

Quite a number of canners told me they had out an increased 
acreage this year, but that they would not get as large a return 
by one third as they did last year. 

There is no variation however in the opinion respecting the 
late crop of peas. All expect a heavy crop. The weather is 
ideal for the growing vines, and they could not look better. It 
will take a very sudden turn to change this condition, for the 
peas will commence to come to the tables next week. It is ex- 
pected these will bring New York State’s pack up well. It has 
been an ideal growing year for all crops in this State, despite the 
set back to the early crop of peas. . 

I have heard from well posted canners that Wisconsin is 
being disappointed in her pea crop, just as Indiana and the 
Southern States were. It is known of course that the Southern 
pack is short. New York State will have a good, large pack. 

In the memory of the oldest inhabitant in these parts—there 
never was a finer or larger crop of cherries. There are cherries 
everywhere, the trees are loaded, even to such extent that cher- 
rie trees along the paths of the towns are no attraction to the 
small boy. And the quality is as far above the average as is the 
yield. It could not be better. 


One of the finest sights of the country, and possibly to be 
seen no where else in this section of the United States, is the 
cherry orchard of O. H. Pury & Son, at Manlins, near Syracuse, 
N. Y. They have more than thirty-five acres in cherry trees, 
planted on a gentle slope, and so loaded with fruit that the 
whole hillside is tinted red. It reminds one of the orange 


orchards of Southern Caiifornia, by the color it lends to the 
scene. 


The Messrs. Pury have these cherries picked by nimble fin- 
gered boys and girls, and after careful stemming, washing and 
pitting, can them in their own fruit cannery, running them into 


sanitary enamel lined cans, an amount of fruit to each can that 
would surprise many. 


Quite a number of canners are handling the fruit this year, 
and all, we believe running a syrup, from 10° to 25° on them. 


If the public knew more of these goods in tin, the demand would 
exceed the supply. 


The strawberry crop in this State, while good has not been 
heavy. Some packers have been obliged to pay high prices for 
the berries, but they fill the cans well with fruit and put a good 
heavy syrup—much of the fruit being canned as preserved—and 
they should find a ready market for all that can be gotten up. 
I have seen some very fine goods in this line, and the canners 
are rightly proud of them. This is the style of canning that 
builds permanently, whereas the slack filled goods with poor 
syrup or none at all, do an amount of harm that is incalculable, 
unless labeled ‘‘pies.’’ There are packers in the country—and 
I have seen at least one in New York—who put a 10° syrup on 
strawberries and call them preserved!! Think of it. I suppose 
if these parties tried to pack water goods (pies) they would have 
to can clear water and merely put a strawberry label on it. It 
is really impossible to understand how some canners reckon their 
grades. 

If such canners could only reap their reward as they sew— 
without affecting the entire canned goods line, and in every

UNITED STATES CLIMATIC CONDITIONS. 


WEEK ENDING MONDAY, JUNE 29. 


GENERAL SUMMARY. 

The week ended June 29, 1908, as in the previous week, 
was unseasonably cool in the Northern Rocky Mountain and 
Plateau districts, with some frosts and freezing temperatures, 
but it was unusually warm during the forepart in portions of the 
Upper Lake region, Ohio Valley and Middle Atlantic and Cen- 
tral Gulf States; elsewhere the temperature conditions were 
generally favorable. 

Drought continues with increasing severity in the greater 
portion of New England, also continues in Southeastern Ala- 
bama, and is becoming serious in Eastern Oregon, while rain is 
much needed in Southeastern Pennsylvania, generally thiough- 
out the Ohio Valley, Tennessee and many localities in Louisi- 
ana. Excessive rains have caused some flooding and washing 
of lands in portions of the Carolinas. In other sectons of the 
country, however, there has generally been ample moisture. 

Destructive local storms occurred in Virginia and Minne- 
sota and high winds caused some local damage in Utah; other- 
wise the week has been remarkably free from storms of this 
description. . 

A deficiency in sunshine was reported from South Carolina 
and North Dakota; elsewhere the sunshine was generally ample 
and in some cases excessive. 

SPECIAL TELEGRAPHIC REPORTS. 
New England.—Showers and thunderstorms were general 


on the 24th, but the rainfall was small, except that more than 
one inch fell in parts of the central and western portions of 
Massachusetts and Connecticut. Over the remainder of New 
England drought continues with increasing severity. The 


mean temperature was slightly above the normal. The sunshine 
was above the average. 


New York.—The average temperature was above the 
normal. Decidedly warm weather prevailed until Friday, when 
thunderstorms, followed by much cooler weather, occurred. 
The precipitation was below the normal and unevenly dis- 


tributed. Very little rain fell in the eastern counties. There 
was much sunshine. 


New Jersey.—The mean temperature was 2° to 6° above 
the normal during the greater part of the week. Practically no 
rain fell in the southern counties and only light, scattered 


showers and thunderstorms occurred in the northern counties. 
There was ample sunshine. ‘ 


Pennsylvania.—The mean temperature was above the 
normal, except in the southwestern counties. The weather was 
hot and sultry during the forepart of the week, with severe 
thunderstorms in many localities. The rainfall averaged three- 
fourths of an inch, being lightest in the southeastern counties. 


Rain is needed in the lower Susquehanna basin, but conditions 
are favorable elsewhere. ‘The sunshine was normal. 


Maryland and Delaware.—The weather of the week was 
very warm and very dry, with a high percentage of bright sun- 


shine. Maximum temperature above goo occurred on several 
days. Light, scattered showers fell on the 21st and 25th. 


Virginia.—The mean temperature was below the normal, 
except in the extreme northern portion, where it was above. 
The precipitation was below the normal, except in scattered 
localities in the central and southwestern portions. The sun- 
shine was abundant. Thunderstorms occurred from the 22d to 


25th, being severe on the 24th, when several fatalities from 
lightning were reported.

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eorgia.—The weather was unseasonably warm until Wed- 
nesday, but conditions were more moderate during the remainder 
ot the week. The mean temperature was nearly normal. Scat- 
tered showers fell on Tuesday, Wednesday and Thursday and 
were locally heavy in the eastern districts. The rainfall was 


below the normal in the central and western portions. The 
sunshine was above normal. 


Kentucky.—The weather was exceedingly warm the first 
two days, the temperature registering 102° Tuesday in several 
places; it was much cooler during the middle, but was warm 
again at the close of the week. Only a few scattered showers 


fell and rain is much needed in all districts. The sunshine was 
excessive. 


Missouri.—The whole State experienced favorable weather 
conditions. There was a high percentage of sunshine. There 


was sufficient moisture, except in the southeastern counties, 
where rain is needed. There were no severe storms. 


Illinois.—The mean temperature was nearly normal, the 
extremes being 99° and 46°. The protracted drought ended 
in the central districts on Sunday night, when nearly 1 inch of 
rain occurred. ‘The precipitation was below the normal in other 


portions of the State. The sunshine was about 85% of the 
possible amount. 


Indiana.—High temperature prevailed on the 22d and 23d, 
but the 25th and 26th were unseasonably cool. The temper- 
ature extremes were 43° and 101°. The precipitation consisted 
of light, scattered showers on two days. Absence of sufficient 


moisture is proving injurious in the central and southern 
counties. 


Ohio.—The weather was unusually warm on ‘Tuesday. 
Scattered showers occurred on three days, but the rainfall was 


generally light, and more rain is needed. Clear weather pre- 
vailed, the sunshine being nearly 90%. 


Michigan.—The mean temperature was above the normal, 
except on the 25th and 26th, which were cool days, Light 


showers fell on Tuesday, Sunday aud Monday, but most of the 
week was dry and clear. There was abundant sunshine, except 
on the 23d and 2oth. 

Wisconsin.—The weather was unseasonably warm on 
Tuesday, with frequent thunderstorms, the rainfall being heavy 
in the central and west-central portions. During the remainder 
of the week the temperature was moderate and the weather 
generally clear, with light showers on Saturday night. The 
mean temperature averaged slightly above and the precipitation 
and sunshine decidedly above the normal. 

Minnesota.—The mean temperature was slightly below the 
normal. The rainfall was decidedly above the normal, except 
in the northwestern and extreme southwestern counties, where 
it was light. The sunshine was normal. Destructive tornadoes 
occurred in Cottonwood County on tke 22d and in Bigstone 
County on the 27th, resulting in nine deaths. 

Utah.—The mean temperature was below the normal nearly 
all the week. The precipitation was light and scattered, with 
local hail and thunderstorms. High wind, frost and freezing 


temperature caused some local damage. The sunshine was 
abundant. 

Nevada.—The weather was unseasonably cool in the north- 
ern portion, the mean temperature being nearly 5° below the 
normal, and was slightly below in the southern portion. 
Freezing temperatures occurred at scattered stations in the 
northern portions on the 22d and 23d. Norain fell. The sun- 
shine was over 95% of the possible amount. 

California.—The week was one of pleasant, seasonable 
weather, moderately warm near its close. The highest temper- , 
ature of the year, 86°, at San Francisco occurred on Sunday. 
The mean temperature was slightly above the normal in most 
parts of the State for the first time in many weeks. No rain 
fell. Thesunshine was normal. The winds were mostly north- 
erly. Snow remains only on the high peaks and in canyons.

EDITORIAL JOTTINGS. 


Take time to celebrate the Glorious Fourth tomorrow. 
Don’t let your patriotism lag and die in the race for the 
almighty dollar. 


There is a growing commercialism in this country that is 
throttling patriotism, and it should not be allowed a foothold 
in the great canned goods business. 

The world is better today and far more advanced and 
enlightened because of that Declaration of Independence of 
1776, when America set the world an example no other nation 
has been able to equal. 


And the world is better today and enjoys more of the 
civilized comforts of the earth because of that discovery of 
Appert, just after the above event, and certainly the men of 
that great mercantile achievement should not forget, nor ever 
fail to help keep alive the event that made this business possible. 
For it is America that has made canned goods what they are in 
the food supply of the world, and it was day of Independence 
that made America. 


Many factories in the rush of the early season are making 
or have made preparations to give their employes a holiday on 
that day. Dosoif it is at all possible. You will not be cut 
short in your ‘‘future’’ sales because of such action. Not 
this year! 


But if the architects of this great business of canned foods 
have built large and well, they have also helped build—or, hath 
an enemy done this ?—a veritable Tower of Babel, as far as the 
meaning of the label goes. 


When we find ‘‘standards’’ meaning ‘‘ water goods,’’ on 
one packer’s labels; ‘‘extra standards’’ the lowest grade of 
packing on another; when we see one packer using ‘‘standards’’ 
as his next-to-best production, and ‘‘extra standards’’ as the 
height of his really fine line of goods, what else can we make of 
the labels but an unintelligible mass ? 


Ask any canner the meaning of a label, with which he is 
not familiar, and he wall tell you he cannot say just what qual- 
ity it represents, although an absolute quality is stated on the 
label. If this be not a confusing of the tongues of canned 
goods, pray what is it? For every man has his own idea and 
interpretation of a standard, a fancy and a preserved. In all 
this list there does uot appear a second quality; there are only 
degrees of betterness, as it were, with never a hint at inferior 
goods. And yet ask any packer why he does not pack but one 
grade of goods, and he will ask in return what he 1s to do with 
the poorer stuff, as he has to take the good and the bad on his 
contract ! 


We doubt if there isa buyer in the conntry today who 
can tell the quality in a can of goods from the label, unless he is 
familiar with that pack. Is there, for we are interested in learn- 
ing? And yet what is the label for but to tell the consumer just 
what is in that can. 

There are packers who have three to four different brands, 
all representing different grades of packing—and they will have 
a standard of each brand, an extra and and extra standard of 
of each brand, and then foundly imagine they have made the 
whole matter plain to the public. 

Why, many canners cannot define the difference in their 
own brands, or assign any brand its relative position when asked. 
They do not understand their own language. And that is even 
worse than the Tower of Babel, for there the individual at least 
understood his own talk. 

But this is really a more serious subject than we seem to 
give it ; for we confess we have had to laugh at some of the rid- 
iculous situations this Jargon produces. It is no laughing mat- 
ter, however, for there can be no firm, solid confidence in canned 
goods as long as such a condition continues to exist. It makes 
the goods always doubtful, and the public dislikes anything un- 
certain, and will not pin its faith to any such commodity. 


We have heard many lament the amount of public prejudice 
towards canned goods; and there are movements on foot now 
looking to the better exploitation of canned goods, that their 
consumption may be increased. 

But what is the use of such action if you cannot speak with 
certainty of the goods? The work will fail in its effect unless 
this great draw back is removed. When you consider that by 
nature a can of goods is an unknown quantity (except to its pro- 
ducer) and then add to this the fact that the statements made 
on the label are not what they seem and you produce a package 
of doubt that has not its equal in commerce; and it is no wonder 
if the world refuses to be enthused over it. 


This arrangement of standards and the proper definition on 
the label must be attended to. It will not do to continue this 
haphazzard method of every man making his own definition. 
Sooner or later it will be forced upon the industry, and it would 
be better to take the action before such an event. A committee 
from the Canners’ Association of every section; a like committee 
from the jobbers’ or wholesalers’ Association, and a committee 
from the Brokers’ Association could get together and lay the 
foundation for such a national wording on the label. 

The Ohio Association has already done something along 
this line in striving to fix a standard; but at best this can only 
be considered a standard for Ohio. 
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There is no reason why one standard covering the whole 
country cannot be fixed. Other lines of business, subject to the 
same influences as canned goods have done so; and the canned 
goods packers and jobbers can do so if they wish. 


SOME PURE FOOD DON’TS. 


In order to keep the Pure Food Law well in front of all 
canners, so that they will not be caught in ignorance of the law 
and it’s requirements, we give here a few general pointers, as 
it were, covering the most likely occasions of falls. These are 
not all; but sofme worth remembering. 

Don’t—use rotten or decaying stuff for canning. 

Don’t—use fillers, sacharine or bleaches. 

Don’t—put sugar in peas without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—put sugar in corn without saying so on the label. 

Don’t—use colors, unless they are certified and their use is 

stated on the label. 

Don’t—be alarmed about your label, all the law asks is 

TRUTH. 

Don’t—use a fictitious name on the label. 

Don’t—label goods packed in water ‘‘in syrup’’. 

Don’t—call Kiefer, ‘‘Bartlett’’ pears. 

Don’t—say ‘‘pork and beans’’ if there is no pork in them. 

Don’t—claim a higher degree of syrup than used. 

Don’t—run a jobbers label on your goods unless it reads 

‘‘packed for’’, ‘‘distributed by’’ or ‘‘distributors’’. 
Don’t—forget you are putting up food for human beings. 
Don’t—forget an inspector may drop in at any moment to 

‘see what kind of stuff is being canned, and to ex- 
amine into the sanitary conditions. 

Don’t—forget that sanitary conditions count. 

Don’t—have stagnant pools of slop and water about the 

factory. 


Don’t—have heaps of refuse rotting at the door to polute 
the whole air of the neighborhood. 

Don’t—have the floors deep with spilled tomatoes, fruits, etc. 

Don't—pile tomato skins and cores on the floor, like gar- 
bage, before running through the pulper. 

Don’t—be content with having the floors, tables, machin- 
ery, etc., clean after working hours. It is during 
working hours that counts. 

Don’t—be satisfied with washing out everything after work 


—and have the factory sloppy and dirty during the 
work. 


Don’t—be afraid of plenty of air and light, and whitewash 
(at least) on walls and ceiling. 

Don’t—fail to have sanitary, clean closets, located away 
from the peeling shed or canning room. 

Don’t—fail to have wash troughs for the workers—and 
towels. 

Don’t—be afraid to make all use them. 


Don’t—employ hands suffering with tuberculosis—consump- 
tion. 


Don’t—allow anyone to work with ruuning sores on the 
hands. 


Don’t—think the law is not being enforced. There are 


possibly: 1oo inspectors, scattered all over the Coun- 
try to catch you. 


Don’t—think because they have been lenient in the past, 
they will be so in the future. They won’t. 
Don’t—think the law is oppressive; it is the best thing that 
ever happened for you and the business. 
And let us add one more piece of advice: though it may not be 


stated in the law—FILL YOUR CANS, or to continue the 
above form 


Don’t—pack ‘‘slack filled’’ goods. 


If this is net based on the Pure Food Law, it is based on the law 
of good business.

Weather Projections.—Warm weather, plenty of sunshine and 
short, intervening showers are the fashion here; just the kind, in fact, to 
make things jump up right out of the ground. 

Short, Hot Weather Talks.—It’s no use trying to get people to 
read long-winded and labored paragraphs during hot weather. So we will 
dish them out briefly and as compactly as possible. 

Too Busy To Write Briefly.—An editor once + pologized for the 
length of a long editorial hy saying that he didn’t have the time to write 
briefly. This thing of expressing a column of thought in a ten-line para- 
graph takes study and patience and time. Don’t expect it from mie 
( Wrangler, ) as I am as busy always as a one-armed, bald-headed man in 

y time. 
Inside Enameled Cans.—The inside enameled can seems to 


have come'to stay, and is doing good work, especially with small fruits 
and rhubarb, and seems to help retain both color and flavor. 


Beets Incorrigible.—The canned beet, however, seems to be oye 
of those things about which no fellow can find out. Inside enameled cans 
won’t make a beet keep its color unless the beet is a beet of high and 
proper character and principles and just the right kind of a beet. I saw 
some beets opened today—one can of whole beets, the other of larger sized 
cut beets. They were packed at the same time at the same cannery, in 
the same kind of an inside enameled can. The whole beets were beautiful 
and deep red; the cut beets were a sickly looking, blueish white or 
yellow. Why was it? Don’tknow! Doyou? 

Lacquering Cans.—peaking about inside coated cans; what’s the 
matter with outside enameling them or lacquering them. Salmon canners 
and some few packers of other goods including all the meat packers either 
lacquer or paint their cans on the outside with splendidly satisfactc.y re- 
sults. There are fewer leaks and no rusty cans as the lacquer or paint 
protects the cans from rusting and incidental leaks. Rusting of cans is a 
great nuisance indeed to buyers and handlers of canned goods and lacquer- 
ing of cans would prevent far more loss to packers than the expense of lac- 
quering the cans. 

Bad Storage, Poor Tin.—! have heard it said that many country 
packers provide poor storage for their cans piling them up in sheds and in 


leaky canneries where the water runs down upon them and causes them to 
rust. Then they are labeled up, the rusty end packed down in the case and 


shipped out. This is on the same principal that the ostrich hides its head 
in the sand when overtaken. These rusty can shipments always cause 
trouble and loss. How much easier and better and less expensive it would 
be to lacquer the cans. There is a machine which does it all in an instant 
almost and at a trivial expense. Defects of poor tin are easily hidden by 
lacquering the cans. The packer who initiates the custom will get all the 
business he can take care of. 

Corn Comfortable.—Nobody seems to care to sell nobody corn 
nohow. Packers are as firm with their prices as the adamantine rocks of 
Gibralter, and no standard corn is to be found for less than 6oc. cannery, 
and but little at that price, while all the older packers of the West are 
strong at 65c., and even 7oc. The Iowa price of 62%c. cannery is not 


available to come East, as the freight counterbalances their lower price of 
62%c. cannery. 


Looking Up.—Canned goods business is looking up a little and a 
better demand is apparent. There isa strong fight on by California Fruit 
Canners for business, and we hear of much shading and offers to shade last 
prices. The crop on the Coast will bea bumper on all kinds except plums, 


so the report goes. Jobbers are therefore pushing fruits hard and retailers 
are taking some on. 


Tomatoes Scarce.—There is a scarcity of canned No. 3 tomatoes 
in Chicago. Eastern grades and Indiana grades are both in active request 
and wanted. Many shipments had, however, been deferred until after 
stock taking, July 1st, and supplies are now in transit. Gallon tomatoes 
are not wanted, being in ample supply. 

New Peas Not Here.—No° sample of new peas has been shown 


here yet that I have heard of, not even from Indiana. Qualities in that 
State are, however, said to be quite poor and irregular. 


Flood of Money.—lt is estimated that on July 1st, which is today, 
there will be paid outin these United States nearly two hundred million 


dollars in dividends by the great banking, railroad, manufacturing and 
other corporations. Money is already plentiful and cheap, and this July 
distribution will make it more so, and there should at once be a prompt 


resumption of business activities. WRANGLER.”’

1908 Apple Crop. 


Indication’ at the present time are for an exceedingly large apple crop 
in the United States this year. The only state which claims a decreased 
yield is Arkansas, where it is expected the harvest will not exceed fifty per 
cent of acrop. However, if every state should have fifty per cent of a 
crop, it would mean an enormous quantity of apples. According to the 
figures compiled by the American Agriculturist the apple crops in the 


United States for the past three years were as follows: 1905, 24,310,000 bar- 
rels; 1906, 38,280,000 barrels; 1907, 23,990,000 barrels. Considering the 
large quantity of apples held in the country some well informed parties 
think the estimate for 1907 very much too low and that the crop for last 
season was twenty-five or more per cent larger than the figures of the 
Agriculturist indicate. 


Canned Foods For Algeria. 


Consul James Johnston, of Algiers, makes the following report on the 
prospective market for American preserved foods in Algeria : 


There has been no great consumption of canned foods in Algeria, 
mainly owing to the fact that this class of provisions has never been prop- 
erly placed before the public, and no attempt appears to have been made 
to develop the trade. Algeria should be a fair market, and no doubt a 


ready sale would ensue were the goods properly exhibited and their advan- 
tages demonstrated. 


In advertising matter it would be well to impress the fact that all such 
products pass under government inspection, which would diminish to a 
great extent the effects of the recent scare, the matter having been so 
greatly exaggerated in many newspapers. It is impossible to obtain any 
reliable figures as to the importations of American canned foods into the 
Algerian market, as most of this class of goods is shipped here through the 
Continental depots, the quantity Since direct being insignificant. 


Canned Salmon. 


The market for canned salmon still holds strong, with quotations of 
$1.42% to $1.45 for Alaska red talls. Some of the special brands of the 
Packers’ Association have brought as high as $1.50. There is a rapid 


cleaning up of the red, and little can now be had under $1.45. Other 
grades remain unchanged. 


The total pack of the Alaska Packers’ Association since its organization, 
up to and including 1907, amounts to 14,051,118 cases of 48 pounds each. 
This is equal to about 37 per cent. of the grand total of 38,325,323 cases of 
canned salmon that have been packed from American waters during the 
same period. 

The formation of an association embracing all the salmon cannery 
interests on the Pacific Coast is being discussed at Vancouver, B. C. It is 
expected that organization will be effected by the fall.—/ishing Gazette.
